Soak  seed 
five  to  ten  minutes  and  dry.  Treat  two  lots  and  add  one-eighth  ounce  of  Corrosive  Sublimate  for  each 
successive  lot  to  be  treated.  After  ten  lots  have  been  treated,  make  up  a  new  solution  .

CULTURE — Most  flower  seed  should  be  planted  shal¬ 
low  and  kept  covered  with  old  cloth  or  jute  sacks 
until  sprouted,  to  prevent  drying  out.  Plant  in  rows 
for  easy  tending  and  keep  weeds  pulled  out.  Be  sure 
first  that  they  are  weeds.  With  slow  growing  seeds 
it  is  a  good  plan  to  drop  a  few  cabbage  or  radish 
seeds,  as  they  will  come  up  quickdy  and  mark  the 
rows  for  you.  Use  pulverized  sheep  manure. 

Unless  otherwise  specified,  the  flowers  are  in  mixed 
colors,  as  most  people  prefer  them  that  way.  On  some 
we  offer  separate  colors,  but  in  such  cases  the  colors 
are  named.
